The Old Days 


AN INTERESTING story came 
along this week as the Pioneer 
Water comrany office was mov- 
ed to its new location at 1119 
North Main street in Porterville, 
where the new secretary, Earl A. 
Dunstan, and his assistant, Wan- 
da L. Smith, will be in charge. 
In packing the old and new Pio- 
neer company records, a large 
box of stock certificates was in- 
spected by Al Hilton, now presi- 
dent of the company, showing 
that first block of the company's 
3,600 shares of Capital stock was 
issued on January 28, 1888, to 
the Tule River Pioneer Water 
Company in the amount of 2,400 
shares, valued at $100 each. The 
No. | certificate is shown here. 
On the dav this week that the 
office was moved, the company 
made a transfer of 30 shares of 
stock, No. 3,232, to the Hilo 
Water company; showing the 
number of stock transfers in the 
74 years that the Pioneer Water 
company has been operating. The 
second certificate was issued to 
the Pioneer Land company, also 
on January 28, 1888, for 1,200 
shares, which were later sold to 
many property owners around the 
edge of Porterville; president of 
the Pioneer Water company at 
that time was L. J. Redfield, 
whose grandson, Bill Redgers, now 
serves on the Pioneer board. A 
rubber stamp note on the back 
of some of the old certificates 
states that: Water may be tak- 
en out by the owner of this cer- 
tificate above the flcuring mill 
located in Murry Park." Stock 
certificate No. 18, dated May 
18, 1888, was sold to J. Howard 
Williams, the father of the late 
Senator Williams. In June of 
1896, V. D. Knupp was elected 
president of the board; he is the 
grandfather of Guy Knupp, Jr., 
Porterville attorney. And the or- 
anae grove on which J. Howard 
Williams, Sr. used Pioneer Wa- 
ter is now owned in part by the 
present Pioneer board president, 


A. H. Hilton.

DRIVE LAGS 


VISALIA, Dec. 20 — Tulare 
€ounty’s 1962 Christmas Seal fund 
drive is lagging slightly behind 
last year on the same date. 

Mayor Jack Chrisman of Vi- 
salia, campaign chairman, says 
Christmas Seal mail returns as of 
jast Friday total $11,767 compar- 
ed with $11,925 in 1961. The 
Tuberculosis and Health Associa- 
tion of Tulare county conducts 
only one fund drive a year, and 
by tradition it is done only by 
mail. 

This year, says Chrisman, more 
than 30,000 letters containing 
sheets of Christmas Seals were 
mailed. 

“We realize that tuberculosis is 
not a dramatic disease,’’ Chrisman 
states. “But statistics provided 
by our health department clearly 
indicate that the incidence of this 
dread chest disease has not de- 
creased in comparison with deaths. 
The need for adequate case find- 
ing must be continued as a highly 
priority program.” 

He emphasizes, too, that the 
local association is earmarking a 
portion of its Christmas Seal funds 
for development of new pilot stu- 
dies for allied respiratory diseas- 
es. 

Chrisman concludes, ‘‘But our 
immediate attention is still on tu- 
berculosis, to find the person who 
has it and doesn’t know it. We 
are funneling the lion’s share of 
our local funds to eliminate tu- 
berculosis as a major contagious 
disease by 1970.” 

Last year $22,300 was con- 
tributed by Tulare county resi- 
dents.

EMPLOYERS OF FARM WORKERS 
MUST PAY SOCIAL SECURITY TAX 


ON 1962 WAGES BY 


_ VISALIA, ‘Dec. .20-—- Employers 

of farm workers are required to 
file annual reports with the dis- 
trict director of Internal revenue 
by January 31, 1963, and pay the 
social security tax on cash wages 
which were paid to hired farm 
workers in'1962. This also ap- 
plies to farm crew leaders if they 
are the employers. According to 
Don Chapin, district manager of 
the Visalia social security office. 
. Chapin said that cash wages 
paid to a farm worker must be re- 
ported if he is paid $150 or more 
during the year, or if he has 
worked on a time basis on some 
part of 20 or more days. 

A worker’s insured status and 
the amount of his benefit are 
based on the wages credited to his 
account, therefore, it is important 
that annual reports be complete 
and accurate. They should show 
each worker’s name and number 
as shown on his social security 
card and the exact amount of 
wages paid him. A complete and 
accurate report will assure the 
employer that each worker receiv- 
es the proper credit to his ac- 
count; farmers are also required 
to list crew leaders on the tax 
forms.
